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REMARKS 

Claims 77-81 remain pending in the application. All prior grounds of rejection have 
been withdrawn, and claim 77 now stands rejected as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 
§112. In response to this new ground of rejection, claim 77 has been amended to 
recite that the system provides substantially maximum generator design rated output at 
summer-peaking conditions, as shown in Fig. 6, 

In response to the objection to the specification, the same amendment has been 
made therein. With respect to published performance data, the Examiner is advised 
that such data is widely available from many different sources.
